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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment dated 07/30/2007 has been received and entered. Claims 1,3-9, 
and 1 1-18 are now pending in the appHcation. Claims 2 and 10 were canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1, 3-9, and 1 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior art of record neither disclose nor make obvious a flat panel display apparatus as 
claimed in claims 1, 3-9, and 11-18, 

4. Kim et al. in view of Kim fails to disclose or suggest ''said grounding contact member 
including a rear contact part contacting the conductive grouding part of the control PCB from 
outsite the PCB cover through the grounding hole. " Kim et al. in view of Kim only discloses a 
flat panel display apparatus comprising a fiat panel display module comprising a mold frame and 
a chassis having a side part; a control printed circuit board (PCB) positioned in a rear edge area 
of the flat panel display module and having a conductive grounding part, the control PCB having 
the length shorter than the width of the fiat panel display module and being placed in an 
approximate middle portion of the rear edge area of the fiat panel display module; a PCB cover 
positioned adjacent the control PCB, said control PCB being positioned between the PCB cover 
and the mold frame, wherein said PCB cover comprises a grounding hole exposing the 
conductive grounding part of the control PCB; and a grounding contact member positioned 
adjacent the PCB cover opposite the control PCB.
